Melting Iron. N 


The working and works of the great 


furnaces in this country are interesting 
in the extreme to those who are fond ot 
knowing the processes by which'famil- 
iar articles are made. At one of these 
establishments 3,000 tons of iron ore, 
coke and limestone are consumed each 
day. 
Long trains bring this mixture, 


which is known to the workmen, as 
"burden," into the works. The cars 
are brought up 011 trestles and emptied 
iuto long biua. The furnace is kept full 
and burns continuously. The gases rise 
and are carried off, and the solid mat- 
ter, gradually dissolving and softening, 
Eteadily descends, when the space thus 
left vacant is immediately filled by the 
"burden." An examination of the inte- 
rior of the furnace would show a top 
layer of crude material with a tempera- 
ture of about 500 degrees F. A few feet 
below this the temperature of 1,000 de- 
grees F. has decomposed the limestone 
and formed carbonic acid and lime. Be- 
neath this there is a stratum with a tem- 
perature of 1,500 to 1,700 degrees. In 
this the iron is reduced from the ore 
and is taking up carbon. Below this the 
iron is melted and fills the receptacles. 


Above tho iron is the slag, which es- 


capes through a hole at the top of tho 
hearth. 
At the bottom of the hearth is 


a narrow opening from which the cast 
iron is taken. A furnace is tapped six 
times a day and furnishes about 700 
tons of iron daily. When the furnace is 
empty, the tap hole is closed with clay. 
When it is again filled, this clay is 
broken out, and the melted metal at a 
white heat flows down through the 
channels, spreading to the right and 
left into the smaller depressions pre- 
pared for its reception. These are so ar- 
ranged that tho molds at the extreme 
edges fill first, and those near the fur- 
naces are the last ones to be completed. 
—New York Ledger.

Fireproof Sheet Iron Curtains. 


One of the regulations in 
certain 


European theaters was that every thea- 
ter be supplied with a sheet iron cur- 
tain, by which, in case of necessity, the 
auditorium could be completely isolated 
from the stage. This curtain, which 
was enormously heavy, had to be coun- 
terbalanced by: massive iron weights, 
but so evenly was the weight distributed 
that tho screen could be raised or low- 
ered instantly by the pressure of a but- 
ton controlling an electro magnetic ad- 
justment. The first theater in Europe 
to use the electric iron curtain was the 
Comedie Franchise, in Paris, and the 
installation was made by an American 
electric company. This curtain is worked 
by a two horsepower motor and can be 
lowered at a maximum rate of four and 
one-half feet in a second. In many the- 
aters the iron curtain is now superseded 
by one of asbestus, which is infinitely 
less cumbrous and equally serviceable.

A bottle dispatched from the steam- 


ship Guildhjdl on May 31, 1894, when 
in 46 degrees north, 31 degrees west, 
almost midway between Brest and New- 
foundland, was picked up on Feb. 13, 
1896, 
at Antigua, after a drift of about 


4,500 miles. It b»d evidently passed 
close to the Azores, the Canary islands 
and the Cape Verdes on the way. An- 
other, thrown overboard from the sloop 
Sapolio on July 20, 1892, traveled east- 
Ward toward the Azores, and thence, as 
in the previous instance, until it was re- 
covered near Turk's island, north of 
Haiti, on Feb. 8, 1896, after a drift of 
nearly 6,000 miles. 


A bottle message from the sailing 


rhip pt. Enoch is probnbly the most in- 
teresting of the 83 drifts shown on the 
United . States chart. It was sent off 
when some 700 miles west of Sierra 
Leoue, under the influence of the well 
known Guinea current, setting eastward 
on to the African land. 
The- master of 


this vessel noted on the message that 
she had experienced an easterly current 
of 36 miles during the previous day. 
Hence there is reason to suppose that 
this messenger was swept eastward un- 
til some incident occurred to transfer it 
to a current setting in a westerly direc- 
tion. Once on the latter route, however, 
it passed leisurely along through the 
passages of the Windward isles, escap- 
ing contact with any land, followed the 
trend of the Atlantic coast of North 
America till clear of Newfoundland, 
and thence onward to Totabrough Walls, 
Shetland islands, where it was found 
on March 20, 1896, after having accom- 
plished a record drift of nearly 8,000 
miles in less than 1,000 days.—Cham- 
bers' Journal.

The conse- 
quence is that the newspapers of largest 
circulation, published in tho great cen- 
:ers of population where most votes aro 
tast, are less aud less organs of opinion, 
especially in America. In fact, in sonio 
cases tho advertisers uso tiieir influence, 
which is great and which the increas- 
ing competition' between newspapers 
makes all tho greater, to prevent tho ex- 
pression in newspapers of what is prob- 
ably the prevailing local view of men or 
events.

There is no better known song in 


Scotland, and especially in Berwick- 
shire, than that which refers to "Tibby 
Fowler o' the Glen." Tibby was a na- 
tive of Berwickshire, in which county 
the glen is situated. 


Deacon William Trowbridge \vas a 


•mall farmer living near Sheboygan 
Falla He went there over 50 years ago. 
Besides tilling a little patch of ground 
the deacon, who was indeed the very 
soul of honor and ever had the respect 
and confidence of all in that commu- 
nity, was in tho habit, before regular 
preachers were sent there, of reading a 
sermon or exhorting. 
There -was no 


sham about Deacon Trowbridge's piety. 
He was sincerity itself. 


Fifty years ago tha little village was 


visited by a smallpox epidemic—an old 
fashioned, widespread and spreading 
epidemic—and they didn't know how 
to scotch it as well as they do now. 


Tho first Sunday after the dreaded 


disease made its appearance tho deacon's 
congregation was quite large. At the 
end of tho services he made an announce- 
ment in about these words: 


"These services will be postponed un- 


til after the smallpox disappears from 
the community. From this on I shall 
give my services to the stricken fam- 
ilies. I shall minister to their wants, 
help to nurse them, and when they die 
follow them to the grave. It may bo a 
long term or it may bo a short term, 
but, however long or however short, it 
is my plaiu duty to help my distressed 
neighbors." 


The word was well suited to the ac- 


tion which followed. The good old dea- 
con hurried to his hprne, changed his 
clothes, bade his family good by aud at 
once began his work of mercy.. What a 
work it was 1 The epidemic lasted near- 
ly all winter. Largo numbers died. Few 
in the village escaped the disease. The 
deacon's example w;is followed by oth- 
ers. Men went to their homes, told their 
wives and children what the deacon had 
said aud was doing, arranged their busi- 
ness, provided fuel and provisions, kissed 
their dear ones and went to the aid of 
the unfortunate. 
Like the deacon they 


•went without reward or hope of reward. 
Like him they spent weeks and some of 
them months in that service without 
daring to go home lesS their dear ouea 
catch the disease. 


The,strangest of all this strange ex- 


perience is the fact that neither the dea- 
con, the good souls who imitated hiaex- 
amplo iior their families were overtaken 
by the malady, notwithstanding the fact 
that the watchers, helpers and nurses 
were almostf constantly in the presence 
of the suffering patients and notwith- 
standing the fact that they laid out and 
helped to bury tho dead. 


Nearly halt of the deacon's congrega- 


tion had disappeared when, the next 
spring, he resumed 
services in 
the 


schoolhousa. It was a sorrowful Sun- 
day. Those in the audience who had not 
lost members of their family had lost 
neighbors and dear friends. 
When tho 


good old Christian had read a chapter, 
prayed and talked a practical sermon, 
he referred feelingly to the 
scenes 


through which 
the community had 


passed. I think every man, woman aud 
child Jn tho room, including the deacon, 
wept. At the close of the talk he asked 
all present to join him on their knees 
in asking that the community might 
escape such visitations for all time to 
come. It was a most earnest appeal. I 
believe that that prayer has been an- 
swered. There may have been a few 
cases of smallpox there since then, but 
there has never been an epidemic. 


The Sunday after Sumter was fired 


upon, and while Deacon Trow bridge 
was conducting services iu the Baptist 
church, the denomination to which he 
belonged for over 80 years, he and his 
congregation were disturbed by a great 
comiriotion in the street right in front 
of the church. There were beating of 
drums and sounds of fife much out of 
tune. It was so uncommon a thing that 
most of the congregation walked or 
ran out of the church. Finally the dea- 
con closed the Bible and slowly follow- 
ed his fleeing flock. When outside, he 
asked the cause of "this unseemly dis- 
turbance on the Lord's day." Some one 
told him that the president had called 
lor soldiers to uphold the honor and the 
flag cf the nation and that they were 
going to raise a company right then 
and there. 


Tho old deacon's eyes flashed as he 


walked out into the street, where a 
young fellow was irregularly ponnding 
a bass drum, and said: "Nathan, I 
know it is Sunday and that all but the 
Lord's work should be abandoned, but 
the saving of our country and the 
shielding of its flag from dishonor is 
the Lord's work. Give mo that drum." 
And that model of piety strapped on 
tho big drum and went to pounding, 
greatly outdoing Nathan in two re- 
zpects—ho made more noise and kept 
perfect time. Ho drummed as no one 
before had uover drummed iu the little 
village. As if it had gone on lightning 
wings, word flew through tho commu- 
nity that Deacon Trowbriclgo liad loft his 
pulpit to beat a drum, and on Sunday 
too. 


Within half an hour nearly every one 


in tovrn and many from tho outskirts 
had gathered around tho old drummer, 
all cheering him, and on Sunday too. 
That night Nathan Cole, who had been 
relieved as drummer by the deacon, 
went to Sheboygan with enough men to 
make up what became Company O of 
the Fourth Wisconsin.

The fact is demonstrated that alu- 


minium is as excellent a purifier of wa- 
er as tbero is. Tho salts of this metal 
are insoluble in water, niid consequently 
t is plain that when these salts aro 
:ormed the water can bo strained aud 
he impurities removed therefrom. Per- 
iaps this most practicable method of puri- 
:yiug water by this means is tho trough 
method, as it; is called, tho trough be- 
ing composed of plates of aluminium 
aud zinc or iron, six or eight inches 
apart. 
Quo end of the tank affords aa 


entrance for the volume of water which 
passes over tho top of one plate aud 
Lheuoe uuder the plate pext to it, this 
being accomplished by tho fact that the 
elevation of the several plates is differ- 
ent. In connection with this tank or 
trough there is an electrical generator 
of moderate size, and, though alumini- 
um will not form tho negative pole of 
a current, tho other plates used will. 
Now, 
as it is always the case that when 


an electric current comes in contact 
with water in this manner it decom- 
poses a certain portion of tho fluid, as 
it were, tho result of such decomposi- 
tion is that ozone is formed and oxygeu 
freed—tho meaning of this being tho ab- 
solute extinction of lifo in any microbes 
or organic matter v>-hich tho water might 
contain, leaving it-—after meeting tho 
purification the suits of aluminium oc- 
casion—as clear aud healthful as the 
water which flows from the purest 
spring.—New York Sun.
